REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Based on the 
terminal disclaimer filed, the application is in condition for allowance. Moreover, The 
prior art fails to disclose a sports activity monitor adapted for use with a computer 
equipped with a display device and comprising a mobile recording unit adapted to travel 
with a user engaged in a sports activity the unit including a sensor for detecting a 
quantity which varies as a function of the activity; a global positioning satellite receiver, 
a memory and a controller connected to the sensor, the gps receiver and the memory, 
the controller being operative to perform the following functions as stated; and display 
the information relating to the quantity as a function of the geographical position of the 
user while engaged in the sports activity. These limitations are neither taught nor 
obvious by the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
